(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, Classification and scale of pay.—The number of the said post, its classification 
and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in Columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to 
these rules. 

3. Method of Recruitment, Age limit. Qualification etc.—The method of recruitment to the said post, 
age limit, qualifications and other matters connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the 
said Schedule. 

4. Disqualifications—No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, shall be 
eligible for appointment to the said post. 
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Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the 
personal law applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds 
for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to Relax—Where the Central Government is of opinion that i t is necessary or expedient so 
to do it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public 
Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex-Servicemen-and other special categories of 
persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

MINISTRY OF URBAN DEVELOPMENT 
RULES 

New Delhi, the 23rd September. 1989 

O.S.R. 718.—The rules for a limited departmental com¬ 
petitive examination for promotion from the Grade of 
Junior Engineer (Civil|Electrical) to the Grade of Assistant 
Engineer (Civil|Electrical) in the Central Public Works 
Department to be held by the Union Public Service Com¬ 
mission in 1989 are published for general information. 

1 . The number of vacancies to be filled on the tesults of 
the examination will be specified in the Notice issued by 
the Commission. Reservation shall be made for candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes 
in respect of vacapcies as may be fixed by the Government. 

2. The examination will be conducted by the Union Public 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in the Appen¬ 
dix to these Rules, 

The date on which and the places at which the examina¬ 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

3. Regularly appointed officers of the Grade of Junior 
Engineer (CiviljElectrical) of the Central Public Works 
Department who on 1st July, 1989 satisfy the condition 
of having put in four years’ service as Junior Engineers 
in the Department shall be eligible to appear at the exami¬ 
nation. 

«, NOTE.—Junior Engineers of the Central P.W.D. who 
are on deputation to ex-cadre posts with the approval of the 
competent authority will be eligible to be admitted to the 
examination, if otherwise eligible. 

This, however, does not apply to a Junior Engineer of 
the Central P.W D., who has been appointed to an ex-cadre 
post or to another Service on transfer and does not have a 
Ten in the post of Junior Engineer of the Central P.W.D. 

4. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility or 
other-wise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. 

5. No candidate will be admitted to the examination unless 
he holds a certificate of admission from the Commission. 

6. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com¬ 
mission to be guilty of :— 

(i) obtaining support for his candidature by any means, 
or 

(ii) impersonating, or 

(iii) procuring impersonation by any person, or 

(iv) submitting fabricated document or documents 
which ’ have been tampered with, or 

(v) making statements which are incorrect or false, 
or suppressing material information, or 

(vi) resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
in connection with his candidature for the exami¬ 
nation, or 

(vii) using unfair means during the examination, or 

(viii) writing relevant matter, including obscene lan¬ 
guage or pornographic matter, in the script (s); or 

(ix) misbehaving in any other manner in the examina¬ 
tion hall; or 


(x) harassing or doing bodily harm to the staff em¬ 
ployed by the Commission for the conduct of their 
examination; or 

(xi) violating any of the instructions issued to candi¬ 
dates along with their Admission Certificate permit¬ 
ting them to take the examination; or 

(xii) attempting to commit, or, as the case may be, 
abetting the Commission of all or any of the acts 
specified in the foregoing clauses; 

may, in addition, to rendering himself liable to criminal 
prosecution, be liable :— 

(a) to be disqualified by the Commission from the exa¬ 
mination for which he is a candidate; or 

(b) to be debarred either permanently or for a specified 
period :— 

(i) by the Commission, from any examination or 
selection held by them; 

(ii) by the Central Government, from any employ¬ 
ment under them; and 

(c) to disciplinary action under the appropriate rules : 

Prov.ded that no penalty under this rule shall be imposed 
except after— 

(i) giving the candidate an opportunity of making such 
representation in writing as he may wish to make 
in that behalf; and 

(ii) taking the representation, if any, submitted by 
the candidate within the period allowed to him, 
into consideration. 

7. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in para 5 of the 
Commission’s Notice. 

8. After the examination, candidates will be arranged by 
the Commission in the order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate; and in 
that order so many candidates as are found by the Com¬ 
mission to be qualified by the examination shall ue recom¬ 
mended for promotion up to the required, nhmber : 

Provided that candidates belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes or the Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent the num¬ 
ber of vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes and the 
Scheduled Tribes cannot be filled on the basis of the general 
standard be recommended by the Commission, by a relaxed 
standard to make up the deficiency in the reserved quota, 
subject to tt>e fitness of these candidates for promotion 
irrespective of their ranks ip the order of merit at the exa¬ 
mination. 

NOTE.—Candidates should clearly understand lhat this is a 
competitive and not a qualifying examination. The 
number of persons to be promoted on the results 
of the examination is entirely within the competence 
of Government to decide. No candidate will, there¬ 
fore have any claim fer promotion on the basis of 
his performance in this examination, as a matter of 
right. 

9. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in their discretion and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result. 

10. Success in the examination confers no right to promo¬ 
tion unless Government are satisfied, after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate, having regard 
to his conduct in service, is eligible and suitable in all res¬ 
pects for promotion : 

Provided that the decision as to ineligibility for promotion 
: n the case of any candidate recommended for promotion 
by the Commission shall be taken in consultation with the 
Commission. 

11. A candidate who, after applying for admission to the 
examination, or, after appearing at it, resigns his appointment 
or otherwise quits the service or severs his connection with 
it or whose services are terminated by his Department or who 
is appointed to on ex-cadre pc>st or to another Service on 
“transfer” and does not have a lien in the grade of Junior
